East Liverpool wiU receive a 
$242.732 grant in federal funds to 
help build its $2 million sewage 
disposal system, the U. S. Public 
Health Service decided late Mon­ 
day at Washington. 
The action was the final clear­ 
ance on the city’s appUcation, 
which was approved previously 
by the Ohio Water Pollution Con­ 
trol Board at Columbus and the 
Public Health Service regional of­ 
fice at Chicago. 
Announcement of the approval 
was received here from Sen. John 
W Bricker. His telegram said: 
“U. S. Public Health Service to­ 
day approved grant of $242,732 to­ 
ward East Liverpool’s ^ .1 0 7 in­ 
terceptor sewer project.” 
The request for the federal aid 
was filed at Columbus late in Jan­ 
uary by Safety - Service Director 
William C. Heasley. The Water 
Pollution Control Board later an­ 
nounced it had assigned ‘‘highest 
priority” to the city’s appUcation 
and passed it on to the Public 
Health Service office at Chicago 
for further clearance. 
Heasley reported to C o u n c i l 
Monday night he had been ad­ 
vised the application had been for­ 
warded from Chicago to Washmg- 
ton for final study and chances 
remained good that the g r a n t 
would be made. 
. 
The grant wiU cut the city s in­ 
vestment In the sewage plant to 
apprdximately $1,757,268. 
The $242,732 eventually 
wi l l 
mean a savings of close to $500,- 
000 to East Liverpool residents. If 
the city had been required to bor­ 
row that amount for the construc­ 
tion of the system, it eventually 
would have paid back nearly twice 
the amount in principal and inter­ 
est on a bond issue. 
Borrowing to date for the project 
totals $1.750,000. which means lit­ 
tle more money will have to be 
raised to complete the project, 
now that the federal grant has 
been approved. 
The first $1 million in bonds was 
sold in 1956 to finance contracts 
for the treatment plant proper in 
West End and three Uft stations 
along the route on the riverfront 
interceptor sewer. 
The second miUion in bonds was 
authorized Jan. 22 to clear the 
way for award of a $701,382 bid on 
the interceptor sewer from the 
H. W. Hunter Co. of Plymouth, 
Ind.

A bid of $600 for the abandoned 
Walkers School was rejected Mon­ 
day night by the Board of Educa­ 
tion. which immediately author­ 
ized another public auction to be 
held sometime next month.

THOMASVILLE, Ga. (^ P resi 
dent Eisenhower was to fly back to 
Washington today to deal at closer 
range in new conferences with the 
tough problem of getting Israeli 
troops out of disputed territory. 
Reportedly 
much 
concerned 
about the Mideast stalemate, the 
President decided late Monday 
to cut short his south Georgia va­ 
cation and return to the capital. 
He had planned until then, the 
White House said, to stay on here 
until Friday. 
Eisenhower arranged to leave 
the plantation estate of his host, 
Secretary of the Treasury Humph­ 
rey, in the late morning and drive 
to Spence airfield at Moultrie, Ga., 
35 miles north. Take-off aboard his 
private plane was scheduled for 
about noon EST. Eisenhower was 
expected to arrive in Washington 
about 2 p. m. 
The President set up a White 
House conference with Secretary 
of State Dulles as the first order 
of business on his return. They 
planned a fresh evaluation of the 
Mideast situation. 
Wednesday morning Eisenhower 
will meet with Democratic and 
Republican congressional leaders 
for a full scale review of the en­ 
tire Middle East picture and quite 
likely to give them a preview of 
what the administration’s next 
moves will be. 
In advance of the sessions with 
Dulles and the congressional lead­ 
ers, White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty declined to shed 
any light on what those moves 
will be. 
Asked whether the administra­ 
tion intends to line up with 27 
Afro-Asian bloc countries in the 
United Nations demanding that 
the U.N. invoke economic sanc­ 
tions against Israel, Hagerty re 
plied:

This may be impos­ 
sible 
Perhaps it simply cannot be done that 
way. 
It so, hope of peace in the Middle East is 
in vain.

— were right in resorting to death and terror 
to accomplish what they despaired of accom­ 
plishing by negotiation. 
If Israel rejects negotiation, it will have ac­ 
cepted, in effect, the alternative of force.

Jews 
and 
Christians, 
whites, 
blacks and yellows lived and work­ 
ed together in our little town with 
no hostility and no condescension. 
There were no greater differences 
to separate them than there were 
to 
separate 
Congregationalists. 
Methodists and Catholics. 
They argued about their ideas, 
I suppose, as did Republicans and 


Democrats. But they did not argue 
in stratified patterns. It never oc­ 
curred to me as a boy growing 
up in a small town that when I 
worked with colored men on con­ 
struction gangs in the summer­ 
time there was any difference be­ 
tween their status and mine, be­ 
cause in fact there was no dif­ 
ference. 
It was not until later, when I 
had been away from home that 
I learned about people who categor­ 
ized other people according to color 
and religion aqd were unable to ac­ 
cept them as brothers. 
This was a shock. It made me 
wonder if I have been brought up 
in an environment that was out 
of adjustment. The wonderment be­ 
came acute in the dark era when 
Kluxers in bedsheets uttered in­ 
cantations of hate while burning 
wooden crosses. 
But the child is the father of 
the man. I recovered from t h e 
shock of learning about how much 
hate the world harbored and to 
this day am unable to bear per­ 
sonal hatred. 
Hatred of ideas is something 
else. But ideas are not people. I 
cannot hate people, although I can 
hate their ideas. I cannot even 
hate people when they hate my 
ideas. 
The 
tremendous 
idea 
behind 
Brotherhood Week was bestowed 
on me when I was a child. I hart 
the privilege of accepting it with­ 
out a conscious effort—thanks to 
my family and my small town.

CHICAGO 
A new soil builder which com­ 
presses into a short time the cen­ 
turies - long process of nature to 
build a few inches of precious top­ 
soil has been developed by Armour 
Research Foundation Scientists at 
the Illinois Institute of Technology. 
The discovery involves a method 
to convert the bark of trees into 
an inexpensive and unusually ef­ 
fective soil builder and it is be­ 
lieved to be extremely significant 
in view of the U.S. Department of 
Agricuture’s estimate that 29 mil­ 
lion acres in the great plains now 
are subject to drought conditions 
which may permit extensive dust 
storm damage and that since last 
fall, two million acres in the area 
already have been badly damaged 
by winds. 
Since it takes nature, under the 
most favorable conditions, includ­ 
ing a good cover of trees, grass or 
other protective vegetation, any- , 
where from 300 to 1,000 years or 
more to build a single inch of top- j 
soil, the loss of the film of fertile 
earth that supports crop 
growth 
has been viewed by man experts 
as an irreparable damage which 
in time may create new deserts. 
In tests conducted with green­ 
house plants and field crops, the 
product has been found to be more 
effective in promoting growth and 
improving the soil than either peht 
moss or commercial soil condition­ 
ers. 
Dr. C. Roland McCully, scienti­ 
fic 
adviser 
in 
the foundation’s 
chemistry and chemical engineer­ 
ing research department, turns clay 
and sand into rich loamy soil in 
which plants grow at a surprising­ 
ly rapid rate. 
Each year tens of millions 
of 
tons of bark are made available 
by lumbering firms, pulp and pa­ 
per companies Dr. McCully points 
out and while some of this mater­ 
ial is partially dried and used as 
a fuel, most of it 
is 
disposed of, 
often at considerable cost. 
If soil conservation methods curb 
the dust bowl conditions now de­ 
veloping, it may not be too late 
to employ large - scale soil restor­ 
ative measures that 
will 
enable 
man to capsulize into months and 
years what it might require na­ 
ture unaided to do in centuries, if 
at all. 
Stressing that a soil builder is 
not in any sense a mere fertili­ 
zer, Dr. McCully states that com­ 
plicated research is required to 
solve the problem of providing “a 
mechanism available in the soil 
for the storage of plant nutrients.” 
The bark soil builder has been 
tested in the field by the Univer­ 
sity of British Columbia w i t h 
barley and beets and the results 
are described as excellent, confirm- 


at the foundation greenhouse lab­ 
oratories. 
A soil builder, states Dr. McCul­ 
ly, must loosen the soil and im­ 
prove its moisture - holding capa­ 
city; serve as a base for fertilizer 
and control the rate at which the 
plants obtain their food from the 
soil. 
It is the latter characteristic of 
the bark soil builder that makes 
it most valuable, he maintains, 
since fertility of soil is dependent 
upon a proper supply of nutrients 
always being available to t h e 
plants. 
The production of the soil build­ 
er involves grinding of the bark 
and the condensation of the tannin 
by the addition of formaldehyde, 
followed by acidification with hy­ 
drochloric or sulphuric acid. 
The mixture then is heated for 
a brief period to complete the con­ 
densation process. Water and oth­ 
er excess chemicals are removed 
and the material is washed and 
dried. The average lifetime of the 
soil builder in the soil is about 
five years. 
To treat IOO square feet of soil 
6 inches deep with peat moss, now 
us-?d quite widely as a soil build­ 
er. costs about $4.60. and the bark 
builder will cost much less.

Council Monday night s c h ^ le d 
an investigation to decide if the 
city needs a new ordinance or b et­ 
ter enforcement of existing laws 
to assure that streets are resur­ 
faced properly after an excava­ 
tion for work on a utility line.

COLUMBUS. 
Ohio 
—Ohio is 
juggling its prison inmates again 
to meet another crisis in reforma­ 
tory overcrowding. 
Maury Koblentz. 
chief of the 
Division of Correction, announced 
that a round of transfers of Mans­ 
field Reformatory inmates is und­ 
er way in order to relieve crowded 
conditions. 
The big problem now, as Kob­ 
lentz explains it, is the continued 
increase in the rate of young adult 
crimes, 
and 
subsequent 
convic­ 
tions—with no place to properly 
house 
the 
growing 
number 
of 
young offenders. 
This is reflected in the fact that 
last Jan. 23 Ohio’s prison system 
reached a record high in the num-i 
ber of inmates in custody—10,882 
—Koblentz said. He added that 
the figure is expected to reach ; 
11.000 within the next 60 days, and 
by next year go to 12,000. 
Only permanent relief in sight s 
for a situation growing more seri-l 
ous each month is the proposed j 
Lebanon Reformatory, scheduled; 
for completion in 1960. If the Leg­ 
islature makes construction funds 
available from the 150 million dol-j 
lar bond issue approved by voters! 
in 1955, ground breaking for the I 
new reformatory could take place 
this spring or summer. 
Once the new reformatory is a 
reality, the division plans to house 
inmates from southern Ohio there. I 
The Marion Correctional Institu­ 
tion then will serve as a reforma­ 
tory for northern Ohio, with Mans­ 
field being used as a maximum 
security 
institution 
for 
northern 
Ohio. 
Ohio Penitentiary will be used 
as a maximum security prison for 
southern Ohio. 
It is still over­ 
crowded, but not to the extent it 
was two years ago when the popu­ 
lation hit a record 5,235. 
Officials are trying to keep the 
Ohio Penitentiary population on an 
even keel, although there are now 
about 4,300 inmates in the old 
downtown Columbus prison. The 
prison should house 2.500 to 3,000 
inmates, authorities say. 
Current transfers are made nec­ 
essary to meet conditions arising 
from critically high population, as 
at Mansfield. There were more 
than 3,000 inmates there at one 
time in 1938, but then the institu­ 
tion had more sleeping facilities 
than it has now. Some buildings 
were converted to other uses, such 
as program planning for inmates. 
Normally, 
Mansfield 
should 
not 
house more than 1,800 to 2,000 
inmates. 
The first group of inmates. 30 
years of age or over, involved in 
the current transfer from Mans­ 
field to Ohio Penitentiary totals 
152. More transfers are planned. 
The men will be reprocessed at 
the penitentiary, then assigned to 
Marion 
or 
the 
London 
Prison 
Farm , or state forestry camps, 
depending on their records.
